Mr. Mills, in his ‘“Statistics
of South Carolina,” published more than ten years
li’g‘o, says, epeaking of Camden; * the gengraphi-
cal position of this.town gives it great advantages
Jor trade ; and fully warrants every exertion to be
made to improve its facilities of enininunication
with the river." Soniething has been dgge during
the summer to improve the navigation, and more
will be done, we are convinced, if the s bject is
duly arged on the attention of the Legislature.
